T he city of San Francisco, in the year 
LS7i>, appointed u water commission to ex­ 
am ine the various sources of water supply 
in this State, with reference to securing the 
best for that city. 
Mr, Scouden, a most em inent hydraulic 
engineer and water expert, was

from Louisville. Kentucky, and was ap­ 
pointed the engineer, and he conducted a 
most thorough investigation, tesdng the 
water analytically, m aking surveys, etc. 
H e reported in favor of the Blue Lake 
water. 
Colonel M endell was the successor 
of .Mr. Scouden. 
lie went over the whole 
ground and arrived at the same conclusion. 
Upwards of $100,ODD was expended 
; these 
scientific, engineering and practical : r.csti- 
gations, with the result that this water was 
selected, aud Governor H aight was ap­ 
pointed on belial I of the city of San Fran­ 
cisco to draw up the contract by w hich that 
city was to pay to this very company 
$700,000 for the right to take this very 
water, up to one hundred m illions of gal­ 
lons daily, the city to be to all tiie expense 
of getting the water down to San Francisco.

contract was to he signed, the then City 
A ttorney. Mr. Burnett, decided that the

By 
the plan proposed the w ater would <• : ie to 
our hom es here in Sacram ento in from 
forty-eight to sixty hours, direct from these 
lakes. 
The capacity of the lakes is esti­ 
m ated by Colonel Mendell to he 5. 9-2.0UU.- 
000 gallons. 
As to .he effect upon this w ater of con­ 
ducting it in a canal to the point ot piping 
it to this city, we need be in no d"::bt. as it 
will be the sam e as that now supplied 
Jackson, Sutter Creek, A m ador and Plym ­ 
o uth,than which there is no belter or purer 
water furnished to any towns or cities on 
the globe. 
B ut were we without this evidence, still 
the city would be taking no chances ; for, 
as I have said, unless the water, when de­ 
livered through the city mains, comes up

W hen this journal in A ugust last as­ 
sum ed the initiative in calling together 
representative men of northern California 
to consider the propriety of forming an im ­ 
m igration association to lahor for the whole 
northern and central section, it clearly 
foresaw th e broad possibilities of such an 
organization.

they are laboring 
assiduously, and we lielicve w ith quite as 
much success as there was any reason to 
expect up to this tim e. 
T he harvest of 
tlieir sowing cannot he looked for at once. 
T he settling up of a great country is a 
m atter of slow movement, hut cne that ac­ 
celerates in momentum constantly. 
W ith 
he opening of the spring season the cen­ 
tral organization w ill be called upon for 
hard work and vigorous action, and we be­ 
lieve it is ready for it. 
It is entitled to, 
and should receive the active co-opera­ 
tion 
ot 
all 
the 
subsidiary 
societies. 
It 
there 
is 
apathy 
among 
them, 
th e 
parent 
society 
can 
accomplish 
little. 
The tide of im m igration is setting 
th is way. 
T he sections that now secure 
th e most of it will soonest reap the liene- 
fits of this infusion of new hlood into our 
productive industries. 
Inform ation from

inquired aliout by a class of people desir­

REFORM. 


it is evident th a t an open conflict is 
ripening between the factions of the Dem­ 
ocratic party on the issue of civil service 
reform. W ith a large and very respectable 
portion of th e party civil service reform 
has been a mere name, possessing none of 
the elem ents of reality. 
These men have 
believed it to he not only im practicable in 
a republic, but opposed to the doctrine of 
rotation in office, which they hold to be a 
fundam ental principle of our system of 
governm ent; th at the very provision we 
make for changes of A dm inistration, means 
that the dom inant party should adminis­ 
ter all the offices, enjoy all the emolu­ 
ments of power, and control all the patron­ 
age. 
T here is, also, a large num ber of 
sincere Republicans who adhere to the 
same doetrine. 
The m istake all these 
m ake is in m isapprehending the principle 
of the reform. 
It does not follow th at 
an A dm inistration is to exercise no free 
will power in the filling of offices. 
A Presi­ 
dent is not expected to abandon his politi­ 
cal convictions in carrying out the work of 
the reform. 
Rut it does mean that sub­ 
ordinate offices shall not be farmed out for 
the benefit of party. 
T he A dm inistration 
has the right to surround itself w ith offi­ 
cials in harm ony w ith its views of w hat is 
the best policy (or the G overnm ent. 
But 
in the filling of clerical offices the prim e 
object is to secure the best tim ber possible, 
to 
in-ure 
the 
faithful 
discharge 
of 
trusts, and to make efficiency and honesty 
superior 
to 
all 
other 
considerations. 
Now. nothing so much cripples an efficient 
servant of the Government as uncertainty 
of the tenure of office. 
If we would have 
the Governm ent service well performed, 
we should place the officer in such a posi­ 
tion as to encourage him to the best per­ 
formance of duty, and nothing will do this 
more than th e assurance of permanency in 
position. 
A dm inistrative officers, in short, 
should lie freed from th e dom ination of 
party. 
Since they can not affect the 
policy of th e party m aterially, they should 
not he made slaves to it. 
T heir duties are 
defined by the law-givers who determ ine 
th e questions of policy. 
T he former are 
servants of specific duty, hut cannot be 
efficient if subject to the demands and 
exactions of party leaders. 
If they fill 
tlieir offices simply to serve party ends, 
th eir discharge of duty is pretty sure to 
he m al-adm inistrative. 
In any form of 
Government where adm inistrative offices 
are used as substructures of party, there 
will be abuses and neglect, and the ques­ 
tion of competency will always be sub­ 
ordinated 
to the dictates of political 
leaders and their sub-lieutenants. 
W e 
have never contended, and shall not, that 
the adm inistration shall s.-h- t the men 
who aid in shaping its policy who are not 
in harm ony with it. 
Civil service reform 
makes no such demand. 


T h e news from France is exciting. 
As 
this w riting we cannot discuss the question 
of the war with China in detail. 
We 
have believed th e Republic to be in the 
right, and have taken repeated occasion to 
say so. 
T he original intervention of C hina 
in the Tonquin issue was not w arranted. 
H er claim of suzerainty was at the best a 
shadowy one, while France was justified 
by a series of treaties w ith the Kingdom 
of A nan) in all the claims she made. 
The 
political flurry in the Republic we do not 
believe will m aterially modify the a tti­ 
tude e; the Government toward China* 
I ranee is “ in 
for a struggle w ith China 
at long range, and must conduct the cam­ 
paign at serious disadvantage. 
A popular 
misapprehension has obtained relative to 
the difficulty between France and China. 
They have not been at war. 
France, in 
attem pting to enforce her rights, has m et 
certain resistance which is 
rebellions. 
China has given this quasi rebellion sup­ 
port, hut unlii the present there lias been 
no war, according to the laws of nation-, 
between the two Powers. 


I t is apparent, notw ithstanding 
the 
preparations for war in England, that 
neither 
is 
th at 
country 
nor 
Russia 
anxious for a conflict. 
T he latest dis­ 
patches indicate th a t Russia hopes for and 
will strive to secure an am icable adjust­ 
ment of the Afghan frontier question, and 
th a t this will l e accomplished is probable. 
A war between the two great powers could 
not he otherwise than of benefit to the 
U nited States, but the hum ane considera­ 
tions of lovers of peace will tem porize any 
selfish disposition on our part. 
So, too, a 
I war between France and C hina would hen- 
tliought of no section except th at south of e,it °»*' commerce m aterially. 
Yet it 
would be a harsh judgm ent to pass upon 
they will he 
1 chagrined to see a peaceful settlem ent of 


th e waist of the State. 
T his is som ething 
m aterial, and is the result of the effort- ¡ ,mr people to say that 
m ade by the press of northern California

SCENES IN T H E CHAMBER OF D EPUTIES. 


L o n d o n , March 30th.— A special from 
Paris gives the following account of the 
opening scenes at the m eetingof the Cham ­ 
ber of Deputies to-day: 
Long before the 
hour for the convening of the Cham ber the 
streets were packed by crowds of excited 
m en, and it soon became apparent that 
trouble was brewing, for tlie G overnm ent 
had a strong force of m ilitary on hand to 
prevent anil preserve order in theC hatnber. 
N otw ithstanding these precautions, 
the 
galleries were crowded with people who 
plainly showed irritation over the French 
defeat at Langson, by keeping up a noisy 
discus/sun and hurling denunciatory epi­ 
thets at the various members of the Cabinet 
and their supporters, as they entered the 
Chamber. 
W hen Jules Ferry, the Prem ier, arose to 
announce the decision at the Cabinet coun­ 
cil this m orning he was loudly hissed by 
the galleries. H e had barely finished his 
declaration w hen a num ber of Deputies of 
the R ight sprang to their feet, yelling 
“ Down with the wretch !” while above the 
din could be heard the voice of Clemen- 
ceau, as he fairly screamed " T raito rs!” 
It was some tim e before order was re­ 
stored, and had it not been for the presence 
of the troops there is hardly a doubt that 
violence would have been done. 
D uring the scene in the Chamber the 
crowd outside, becoming a howling mob, 
made several attem pts to pass the guard in 
order to get into the building, but were 
kept back by the determ ined attitude of the 
m ilitary. 
DEFEAT OF TH E M INISTRY. 
P aris, March 30th.—At the opening of 
the session in the Cham ber of Deputies this 
afternoon, M inister Ferry represented the 
Government's request for a credit of ¡840,- 
Ooo.ooii on account of m ilitary operations in 
China. Ferry at once m oved lor the ap­ 
pointm ent of a committee to exam ine and 
report upon the credit, and lie demanded 
that the motion lie given priority. The 
motion was rejected by a vote of 308 to ltil. 
Kerry immediately announced the resigna­ 
tion of the entire M inistry. 
President Grevy has accepted the resigna­ 
tion of the Ministry. 


TH E NEW M INISTRY. 
P aris, March 30tli. —It is generally ex­ 
pected that De Freycinet, at present Sena­ 
tor, or Robert Granet, the French jurist, and 
now Minister of the < lum ber of Deputies, 
will be called upon to form the new M inis­ 
try. 
It is also believed th at W addington, 
the recent French Embassador, will he ten­ 
dered the office o f M inister of Foreign 
AtFairs in place of Ferry, and that Leon 
Say, the great political economist, will he 
asked to accept the post of Minister of Fi­ 
nance in the Cabinet. 


HOPES OF TH E FRENCH LOYALISTS. 


P a r i s , March 30tb.—Royalists feel cer­ 
tain the only outcome of the present dis­ 
aster to the French arm s in Tonquin is the 
downfall of the republic. 
Only three days 
ago Cleineneeau was about to come to an 
understanding with M. Ferry to m ake up 
th e lis is o f Republican candidates in the 
im pending elections, and to m ake common 
«cause with Ferry against the Royalists, but 
on learning of the disaster in Tonquin, 
Cleineneeau changed his m ind completely. 
Jle will now oppose Ferry bitterly. 
Jn the 
clubs last night everybody asked w hat 
steps the workm en will take when excited 
by the news of the disaster, and by the vio­ 
lent articles in the radical papers. 
An A n­ 
archist m anifestation, and perhaps an inva­ 
sion of the Cham ber of Deputies, is feared, 
but the most stringent orders have been 
given to the garrison of Paris to act with 
vigor and nip in the hud any dem onstration 
of the Comm unists. The situation is very 
critical, and it is impossible to say what 
may not take place during the next few 
j days. 
N o SERIOUS DEMONSTRATION.

f e r r y ' s Mo t i o n f o r a c r e d i t . 
P a r is. March 30th.—P rio r to the vote on 
the motion to appoint a com m ittee on 
rccit. Ferry read yesterday’s dispatches 
larding the Langson affair. 
H e added 
Mir.l the retreat of the French had been 
•fleeted in perfect order. The troops found 
themselves confronted by Chinese forces 
whose num bers it had been impossible to 
foresee. The French Generals had been 
obliged to re-enter the Red river delta, and 
m aintain the defensive. 
Measures have 
already been taken to reinforce the French 
troops in Tonquin. 
It was necessary to 
avenge the Langson check for the honor of 
the French. 
He therefore dem anded a 
credit o f i 10,000,000, and he proposed to 
separate the vole on this credit from the 
m inisterial question. Ferry was frequently 
interrupted. 
I'lerncneeau approved 
the 
credit, but condemned the policy of the 
Government, and demanded its overthrow. 
Duval and Ribot declared that they would 
be real; d> vote any sacrifices w hen the 
Ministry 
was 
overthrown. 
They 
re­ 
proached the Cabinet for concealing the 
truth. The result of the vote on Ferry's 
motion was received with loud npplauscl 


ceived with general applause. 
The Cham ber then adjourned, to allow 
th e bureau to appoint a com m ittee on the 
new credits. All the members of the com­ 
mittee, it is understood, favor voting the 
credits, reserving, however, the right of de­ 
m anding an explanation from the new 
M inistry. Several m em bers favor a m od­ 
erate colonial policy after France has taken 
revenge upon China. 
Crowds continue to gather about the 
chamber. As the Deputies were leaving, 
cries were raised of " Down with Ferry,” 
"D ow n w ith the m ajority.” The boule­ 
vards are crowded with an excited throng, 
but no acts of Violence have been com­ 
mitted. 
De Freycinet is considered to be most 
likely called upon to form the new Cabi­ 
net, which will include General Campenon 
as M inister of W ar. 
No change is ex­ 
p ected in the French policy in regard to 
Egypt. 
In the Senate Leroyer expressed the Sen­ 
ate's adm iration for and sym pathy with 
the forces in Tonquin. 
[Applause.] 
Lero­ 
yer added that it was the duty of the House 
to vote the necessary subsidies for carrying 
on the war. 
Leon Say declared it was nec­ 
essary to know first the exact facts, and he 
would therefore propose an am endm ent to 
the credits bill. 
The Senate finally adjourned upon hear­ 
ing of th e resignation ot the M inistry.

EVIDENCE THAT A CONFLICT Is IN EV ITA BLE. 


L o n d o n . Marcli 
30th.—From Monday 
night, when the opposition in the House 
of Commons greeted the refusal of Lord 
Kdinund Fitzm aurice to reply to Sir H enry 
Drum m ond W olffs Afghan question with 
the loudest and fiercest shouts of anger 
which St. Stephens lias heard for a gener­ 
ation. on through to this day, the war 
preparations have been m arked by a steady 
accum ulation of evidence that a conflict 
with Russia is inevitable. 
The calling out 
of the reserves, w hich was the directest 
official testim ony as to the gravity of the 
situation, surprised no one, for every Eng­ 
lishm an was already convinced that the 
country was in for war. 
Everybody is 
convinced that it was a m atter of only a 
few weeks, and nobody seems particularly 
sorry either 
T he truth of the m atter is, 
that the English feel pretty generally that 
so long as a grapple w ith Russia is in­ 
evitable som e time, it had better come now 
than later, since it will be easier to keep 
the bear out of H erat than it would be 
to dislodge him when he once gets in. The 
decided actions of the G overnm ent during 
the last few days, both here and in India, 
are particularly satisfactory to this condi­ 
tion of the public mind, as tending to m ake 
it im possible for either side to hack out. 


PROSPECTS or A PEACEFUL SOLUTION. 


L o n d o n , M arch ¿¡0th.—In the H ouse of 
Commons this afternoon the Marquis of 
H urtington, Secretary of State and W ar, 
said that the last advices the Government 
received from St. Petersburg were to the 
effect that a peaceful solution of the Rus- 
sian-Afgban question was more prom ising 
than at any tim e since the difficulty arose.

Orders had been given for the troops to 
parade at 10 o’clock in heavy m arching 
order, but long before that hour the people 
filled all the street approaches. A t 11:30 
the doors of the drill-shed were throw n 
open 
and 
the* G renadier 
contingent 
m arched out. preceded by their band, play­ 
ing “ The Girl I Left Behind Me,” the 
Queen’s Own following, headed by the 
bugle band. 
Im m ediately on their appear­ 
ance ringing cheers w ent up from the 
crowd along the route and the ladies waved 
tlieir handkerchiefs. 
Along King street 
the wildest excitem ent prevailed, the cheer­ 
ing being continuous. A t Union station 
about 10,000 persons were assembled. The 
train left at 12:30 p. m. for the W est. The 
two contingents num ber 5S0 men.

Aztoon rebuked the utterances of Ives, 
who, he said, felt more concerned in the 
success of some N oithw est speculations 
than in the safety of the poor settlers on 
the plains, who were in danger from the 
Indians. 


s p r e a d o f t h e r e b e l l i o n . 
W innipeg, March 30th.—The rebellion 
started by Riel lias gained greater dim en­ 
sions by the rising o f Indians in sym pathy. 
News cam e from Queapple to-day th at the 
Indians on the reserves on File H ills had. 
risen in arm s and killed the farm instructor 
there, num bering in all about 500. Three 
companies of rifles and portions of a field 
battery liavc gone from Queapple station to 
Fort Queapple, but no advices have been 
received from there. 


INDIANS CONCENTRATING. 
The Free Dress has received the following 
from B attleford; 
W e are in im m inent 
danger from the Indians in the vicinity. 
Chief Poundniaker has gone into open 
rebellion, and put the instructor and agent 
at defiance. 
The Indians have left the 
other reserves, and are concentrating in 
large num bers about Battleford. 
It is 
estim ated th at there are at least 500 Indi­ 
ans, and more com ing in a short time. 
Several 
of 
them * have 
come 
into 
town, 
threatening 
to 
burn 
it 
and 
take 
possession 
of 
the 
barracks and 
stores. 
All the women and children have 
been hurried into the barracks, and every­ 
thing is being done to p u t the barracks in 
the best possible condition for defense to 
protect the helpless. 
All the men have 
been enrolled for service, and arm s and 
am m unition issued to them . W e will be 
able to raise a force ot fully 200 men for 
defense. 
Several houses in town were 
broken into last night and rifled. 
The few 
half-breeds who live about town have gone 
to the lulls, ostensibly to be out ot the way, 
but it is pretty certain th at they will join 
the Indians and incite them to violence, 
w hen the worst is feared. 


CRITICAL SITUATION. 
The Indians will not rem ain long inac­ 
tive, and m ay descend on the town at any 
m om ent, seize all the stores and provide 
them selves with provisions. 
There will 
likely be a general pow-wow of Indians to­ 
morrow, when they will m ake their de­ 
m ands known. The w hites will protect 
their lives and property to the last, but 
owing to the superior num ber of the Indi­ 
ans the position is most critical. Nearly 
all the police have been w ithdraw n to 
Prince Albert, and the supply of arm s is 
lim ited here. 
W e hope for the best. 
No word has been received at W innipeg 
from 
Riel’s 
vicinity or from 
l ’rince 
Albert. 
Operations cannot he undertaken 
by the troops until a force arrives from the 
east. 
Volunteer battalions are rapidly en­ 
rolling here.

P a n a m a, March 30th.—T he Star and Ifcr- 
ahl bulletins, published to-day, say the 
steam er Colon was seized to-day at Aspin- 
wall by the revolutionists, who demanded 
the delivery of the shipm ent of arm s on 
boaril for the revolution, w hich the agent 
refused to deliver. Connor, the local Super­ 
intendent of the Pacific Mail Company, was 
first arrested, and later the captain and pur­ 
ser of the steam er were placed under arrest 
on board. Subsequently Captain Dowell, 
General Agent of the Pacific Mail Com­ 
pany; Mr. W right, United States Consul, 
and a Lieutenant of the A m erican man-of- 
w ar Galena, were arrested and marched 
off to the cuartel. 
They were released 
at 6 o’clock, 
on 
conditions that 
the 
arm s should be delivered, and the delivery 
is now going on. 
The A m erican and Eng­ 
lish war ships did nothing to protect for­ 
eign interests, because the revolutionary 
chief declared he would resist their inter­ 
ference by force. 
The Americans are in­ 
dignant at the insult to the flag and the 
outrage to their persons and property. 
Troops go from here to-night to attack the 
revolutionists, who, however, are in strong 
force, and w ith the arm s from the Colon 
w ill probably be able to control events in 
tlieir own wav and in their own interests.

French apparatus, called the cylindro- 
grnpli, is designed to photograph at a 
single operation a wide sweep of the adja­ 
cent country. The instrument consists of 
a camera of a semi-circular form, with a 
small lens in the center, which moves on 
an axis. The dark slide is of some mate­ 
rial which will bend, and when a view is 
to be taken the lens is turned upon the 
center front one side of the landscape to the 
other. The panoramic pictures thus se­ 
cured are sufficiently good to serve survey­ 
ing, military and other purposes.

INTELLIGENCE. 


C ity T ru s te e s . 
The Board of City Trustees met a t 10 a . 


m. yesterday, all th e members present. 
The bond of George A. Putnam, City 
Collector, in the sum of $60,(>00, was liled, 
and approved as follows: L. Elkus, $10,000; 
James McGuire, $10,000 ; Samuel S. Mixon, 
$10,000; L. S. Taylor, $10,000 ; L. C. Chand­ 
ler, $10,000; A. Aitken, $10,000; lldward 
Christy, $10,000. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
have Third street improved, from L to P. 
by grading and graveling the same to the 
official grade. 
A petition was filed by the property hold­ 
ers on the street referred to, asking that the 
same be graveled and that stone walks be 
put in at the crossings. 
Mark Foster, Chief Engineer of the 
"Water Works, reported that during the past 
week the pumps had been in operation 141 
hours and 
16.464,000 gallons of water 
pumped. 
A petition to have a crossing made over 
the railroad track at Sixteenth and li streets 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
An ordinance relative to the arrest of 
parties who frequent places where stud­ 
horse poker is played was laid over for one 
week. Mayor P.rown said he regretted ex­ 
ceedingly to have to lav it over, hut the 
City Attorney, for some reason, had asked 
that he be allowed to address the Board 
upon that subject. Out of deference to the 
City Attorney, who was not present, the 
matter was continued for one Week, but 
the Trustees were unanimous in saying 
that they should pass it at the next meet­ 
ing, and what was more, they should in­ 
sist that the officers of the city perform 
their entire duty in the suppression of 
gaming. In answer to several questions 
regarding whether or not the police could 
control the matter. Judge Henry, who was 
present, joined the Mayor in the remark 
that " if the present police force don’t do 
their duty, no doubt we can fill theirplaces 
with men who can and will.” 
Judge 
Henry said that 
he would see that 
no gambling prohibited by law should be 
allowed to run within the city limits. If a 
game of faro, studhorse poker, or any other 
game, is allowed to run in this city openly, 
as lias been done heretofore, and the officer 
upon the beat in that portion of he city is 
too blind to see and too deaf to hear about 
it, then it is high time that some other 
citizen, who is able to serve the peo-

his position. The present police force, the 
Judge remarked, is large enough. Give me 
good, true and honest men and there will 
he no violations of the law. The officers 
are now placed in almost a crucial test. 
The eyes of the entire city are upon them. 
The moment that gambling is allowed, and 
the parties are not arrested, just that mo­ 
ment do the officers lose caste, not only 
with the public but with the sporting fra­ 
ternity as well. 
It being the time for the election of 
the various city officers, the following were 
chosen : The office of City Treasurer was 
one over which there was much specula­ 
tion. The office is one that pays the in­ 
cumbent $1,000 a year: 
his duties are 
slight, and it was understood that certain 
hanks were willing to do the work for 
nothing, give a good and sufficient bond, 
and at the same time give something for 
the use of the money. However, when the 
election of officers was called, without any 
remarks upon that subject, Mr. Nielsen 
placed in nomination the 
present in­ 
cumbent, James N. Porter, and he was 
elected unanimously. 
His bond was fixed 
at $000,000. 
For Chief Engineer of the Water Works, 
Trustee Jones placed in nomination John 
A. Cunningham, and Trustee 
Nielsen 
named Mark Foster, the present incumbent. 
Brown ami Nielson voted for Mark Foster, 
and he was declared elected. 
H. C. W ullf and E. 11. Williams wore 
elected assistant engineers, and Wm. Con­ 
nell, F. Ixmgabough and S. Anderson fire­ 
men. 
Trustee Jones tried to get places for W. 
II. Hevcner and Peter liice, but Mayor 
Brown and Trustee Nielsen had apparently 
made up a slate'that they were unwilling 
to break.

A- t.* the Board of Health Trustee, Jones 
said lie would like to suggest a change, but 
from what be had seen of the Board they 
were unwilling to accord him any courte­ 
sies respecting the choosing of city officials, 
and he should therefore submit to tlie 
action of the otiier two Trustees. He said. 
" I apparently am ignored by this Board, 
but the time will come when the acts of 
this morning will sit heavily upon your 
shoulders.” 
The representatives of the California 
W ater Company, who represent one of the 
largest water rights on the western slope of 
the Sierras, The Mount Gregory Water 
Company, the El Dorado Peep Gravel and 
Mining Company, the Blue Canyon Water 
Company, and the Blue lakes of Amador 
county, were in attendance before the Board. 
Each had a proposition to make to the 
Board, stating the extent of their water 
supply, and how cheap the same could be 
given to Sacramento. Prior to the meeting 
of the Board, the representatives ot three 
of the companies met the Trustees, and 
were informed that when Sacramento de­ 
sired clear water from the mountains thev 
should advertise fur it, and all iiartics who 
had water rights and desired to put in a 
bid for furnishing this city with pure, fresh 
water would have an opportunity of so 
doing. 
The Trustees have now before 
them five propositions for furnishing the 
eitv with mountain water. 
After auditing a large number of bills 
and ordering the same paid the Board ad­ 
journed.

C o u rt I te m s . 
Yesterday in Department One of the Su­ 
perior Court Judge Van Fleet rendered his 
decision upon the motion made last Mon­ 
day by District Attorney Buckley for the 
dismissal of the remaining indictments 
against D. $1. Bums. 
He sustained the 
view taken of the matter by the District 
Attorney, in effect that the case tried was 
the strongest the prosecution had. and in 
its trial the facts bearing upon the other 
cases were pretty thoroughly developed. 
After all the evidence obtainable had been 
introduced, the casé was carefully argued 
by the attorneys, and the jury brought in a 
verdict of not guilty after an absence of but 
about fifteen minutes from the Court-room. 
Under the circumstances he could not see 
that any good would inure to the public 
through a prosecution of the other cases, as 
it was not probable that a jury would con­ 
vict the defendant, and it would necessitate 
a heavy expense to the county and occupy 
i great deal of time uselessly. As regarded 
the objection of the Attorney-!ieneral to the 
District Attorney’s motion to dismiss, the 
Court held that* the District Attorney had 
the authority to take such action, and the 
Court the authority to dismiss upon his 
motion or of its own motion. Accordingly, 
the indictments were ordered dismissed, 
the defendant discharged, and his bonds­ 
men relieved from further responsibility. 
Thomas White, arrested a few weeks 
since for burglarizing the slaughter-house 
of B. A. Farmer, near Galt, and stealing 
some hides, was arraigned and asked to 
plead. He entered a plea of guilty. The 
Court found, after interrogating witnesses, 
that the crime was burglary of the first de­ 
gree. Sentence will be passed upon the 
prisoner at in a. m. to-morrow. 
in the case of C. E. Bishop vs. the Counter 
ot Sacramento, on appeal from a Justice's 
Court, previously heard and taken under 
advisement. Judge Van 
Fleet rendered 
judgment lbr the defendant. Plaintitl. who 
is 
County 
Superintendent of Schools, 
brought suit to recover pay for his services 
as a member of the County Board ot Edu­ 
cation during the year 1883, at the rate of 
$5 per day for thirteen days, the Supervis­ 
ors having declined to allow his claim, and 
the Justice gave him judgment. 
Judge 
Van Fleet held that to act as n member of 
the Board was one of the duties of his 
office, for which he was compensated by 
his regular salary.

Bills for supplies, amounting to $7,704. 
were audited ; also, for salaries, $2,859. 
The claim of the National Bank of I). O. 
Mills A Co., of Sacramento, for $7,000, 
moneys advanced for 
supplies for the 
prison for the 35th fiscal year, was audited, 
and the Controller requested to draw bis 
warrant fur the same out of the appropri­ 
ation made by the Legislature for defi- 
ciences in the appropriation for tlie support 
of the prison for tlie 35th fiscal year. 
Warden Met 'omb reported prisoner Chum 
Kee for an attempt to escape, which will 
deprive the prisoner of all “ credits” for 
his term of four years, amounting to one 
year added to his imprisonment.

“ M exicana” was apparent. 
“ Treasury 
officials have recently told the public that 
counterfeiters have been making cents out 
ot pure copper and quarters and halves out 
of genuine coin silver obtained by buying 
and melting trade dollars. The difference 
between tiie actual value of the coin as 
bullion and its face value as coin left a 
liberal margin of profit, but in this coun- 
feit ‘ greaser ’ the counterfeiters got badly 
left.

Tlie shades of the 
front parlor windows were lowered all day 
and tlie inner blinds of the General’s sleep- 
ing-room were shut, with the slats open. 
About 3 o'clock the General's wife stood 
fur some minutes at a window on tlie third 
floor, and after looking for some time at 
the watchers below, drew down the shade 
and closed the shutters. The curtains in 
the General’s library or study were rolled 
up all day, and the ladies of the household 
were several times seen in the room. 
Harrison, tlie General’s personal attend­ 
ant, once came out to mail papers and let­ 
ters at Sixty-sixth street and Madison ave­ 
nue. A watcher inquired as to the Gen­ 
eral's condition. “ He is no better, I fear,’ 
was the reply. 11 If you break your leg, 
and it pains you very much, you know it 
is broken : but even if the pain is less for 
a time the break is there all the same. ’1 he 
General Iris felt easier to-day, but I fear 
that really fie is no better.' 
At 6 p. "m. Romero, the Mexican Minister, 
called at the house. His stay was short. 
When asked on F’ifth avenue about the 
patient and outlook, he said: “ Of course 
no one can foretell with certainty. Tiie 
disease uuti! recently was within the power 
of the doctors, but now it has gone quite 
beyond them. Tiie General may live ten, 
<>r lie may die in two hours. 
I fear that he 
is going to choke to death. If the disease 
reaches the- artery the danger of choking is 
increased, and death by that means be­ 
comes almost inevitable. The members of 
tiie family are now at tlie General’s bed­ 
side. The doctors are there, too. Hut they 
keep back much as possible.
